MOSCOW, Monday, Nov. 2.—(4) 
Russian troops, switching to the 
attack in the big Battle of Stalin- 
grade, made advances both in the 
northern and southern parts »f 
the city Sunday, but the Germans 
again forged ahead in their offen- 
sive on the Plains of Nalchik at 
the foot of the Caucasus moun- 
tains, the Soviet midnight commu- 
nique said today. 

The Germans launched an at- 
tack in the northern factory dilis- 
trict of Stalingrad in an attempt 
regain the initiative, but the 
communique said an enemy regi- 
ment was thrown back and the 
Russians counterattacked and “oc: 
cupied several enemy §strong- 
points.”

The Ameri- 
can defenders ashore at Guadal- 
canal also hit the Japanese by 
land and by air. 

Sea Engagements. 
The sea engagement apparently 


represented a fight by the planes

was lost while her planes sank the |

The Navy claimed no sinkings

Rome said violent 
fighting took place in the 
northern sector when the 
British were stopped by 
counterattacks. The Italians 
claimed that British prisoners 
taken in the offensive thus far 
had mounted to 2,000.

“We have at least doubled our 
bag of Axis prisoners,” as a 
result of the latest advance.) 
American aviation continued to 


play a strong part, bringing down

Mullis said Fen- 
nell had hit him with a blackjack 
after attempting to arrest him. 

The witnesses, Edward Colter, 
|'Wyman Mullis, Homer Cofield and 
|Hoke Mullis, testified that 
had thought nothing of Muliis’ 
i'statement at the time and Mullis 
left.

OTTAWA, Nov. 1.—(#)—A vast 
range of Canadian business estab- 
lishments are “frozen” at their 


present status under a drastic 
prices board order, effective to- 
morrow, which prohibits creation 
of new selling outlets, stocking of 
lines of goods not already handled 
and removal to larger premises, 


except under permit. 


The establishment of new busi- 
nesses is forbidden except by per- 
mit to be granted only in excep- 
tional circumstances. 
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All transfers of ownership are. 


made subject to permit which, the 
board said, will be granted in bona 
fide cases of sale or gift. 

Purpose of the order is to pre- 
vent the multiplying of existing 
outlets at a time when supplies are 
becoming more restricted. 

Extent of Order. 

Donald Gordon, board chairman, 
said the view is taken that—ex- 
cept in a comparatively few spe- 
cial cases—existing businesses can 
adequately handle the available 
supply of goods and services. 


The order applies alike to man.- | 


ufacturers, wholesalers, retailers 
and 10 types of service businesses.

Hitler and France 

There is high probability, according to many 
trained observers, that Hitler and his Nazi 
forces will seize unoccupied France before the 
end of this year. 

Pierre Laval has as yet been unable to meet 
German demand for delivery of 150,000 French 
workers for German industry. , Already that 
puppet of the Vichy regime has been granted 
two delays by his masters at Berlin, Even 
though he is granted further delay in making 
good this demand, it is practically certain he 
will fail to deliver. Nevertheless, to meet that 
demand is the only way in which Laval can 
hold his job, which is entirely dependent upon 
Hitier's continued consent. 

Another change in the Vichy government, 
such as displacement of Laval by Jacques 
Doriot, would undoubtedly result in fresh out- 
breaks by the people of unoccupied France, 
which Doriot could not hope to 
control. Furthermore, it would probably in- 
crease the unrest and sabotage in the occupied 
regions of France, thus putting further strain 
on German policing and the requirements for 
troops of occupation. 

If the recently opened campaign of the 
Allied Nations in Africa achieves the expected 
goal, a new threat to Hitler's Europe will loom. 
For that goa! Ys complete -ontrol of the south- 
ern shores of the Mediterranean. Once Rom- 
mei's forces are eliminated, this would be easy 
to accomplish. And, in control of the entire 
North African coast, the Allies would constitute 
a very real threat, from a new direction, agairst 
the Axis. There might well be an invasion of 
Italy, which would form a second front of dire 


outbreaks 


import for the Nazis. 

Hitler is therefore expected to seize all of 
France in order to be in better position to block 
any Allied offensive through Spain and Portu- 
gal, or to be in better position, from the French 
Mediterranean coastline, to biock Allied at- 
tempts to move northwestward along the 
African coast. 

Of course. the disarmed French could op- 


pose no resistance worth the name to any 
move by Hitler to take over all of their unhappy 
ecuntry. 

All of which sums up to further evidence 
that the North African campaign constitutes 
‘ust about the most important, from the poten- 
‘tlalities involved, of any now under way around 
the world.

Not Good Enough 

Traffic fatalities for the nation during the 
first nine months of 1942, dropped 24 per cent, 
according to statistics of the National Safety 
Council. At the same time it was reported that 
traffic was 13 per cent less than for a like 
period last year. 

At first glance this looks like an excellent 
showing but, as a matter of fact, it is far from 
what should be in a nation at war. 

We oi the eastern states who have been 
gasoline and tire rationed for months are apt 
to look upon our own highways and think that 
automobile traffic outside of the centers of 
population has almost disappeared. 

As a matter of fact, though they go in force 
in November, there have been no restrictions 
on the use of gasoline in a majority of the 
states as yet. If the traffic reduction all over 
the nation was in proportion to that in Georgia, 
for instance, the figure would be far larger than 
13 per cent. 

However, disregarding percentages entirely, 
the fact remains that 21,290 persons have been 
killed in traffic mishaps in this country in nine 
months, That the total for the same nine 
months of 1941 was 27,900 does not lessen the 
tragedy of this year’s figures. 

More than twenty-one thousand Americans 
have been taken out of the service of their 
country at a time when the service of every- 
one is vitally important to the successful 
prosecution of the war. They are soldiers, 
workers, leaders, who can never return. They 
have gone, forever. 

Think, for a moment, what our reaction 
would be to learn that such a number of 
American troops had been slain by the enemy, 
without a single casualty among his forces to 
offset the blow. Think how stunned the nation 
would be should we awake, some morning, to 
learn that an enemy air raid had taken 21,290 
lives in one of our great cities. 

_ Yet the toll taken by traffic is Just as serious, 
just as hard a blow. 

And the added tragedy is that there are no 
unpreventable accidents. There is a cause for 
everyone and the cause of them all most pro- 
lific of death is carelessness.

Théir Special Problem 

The farmers of the nation are facing a 
special, and very serious problem in scarcity 
of farm labor owing to the demands of war 
through the armed services and war industries. 
Thert steps will be taken to solve this problem 
is inevitable, inasmuch as maintenance, even 
increase, of food production is an essential of 
the war effort. 

However, as pointed out in a letter from 
Tuskegee Institute, the famous educational! 
center for Negroes in Alabama, the problems 
caused by war Nave borne with special weight 
upon a large segment of Negro farm families in 
the south. This is true both among Negro 
farmers who operate their own lands and upon 
those who are tenant farmers. 

The draft of Negroes from these farms has 
been heavy. Many others are working in war 
production plants and still others, lured by 
reports of nigh wages, have drifted to the urban 
centers. Many of vhese are unskilled a * un- 
able to find employment as they expected, are 
still drifting. That they should be urged to 
return tc the farms is, of course, evident, but 
it takes time to teach that lesson, éven after 
they have been reached. 

The result of all this is that, in many cases, 
only women, aged and dependent relatives and 
young children are ijieft to work on the farms. 

Tuskegee points out that, under these cir- 
cumstances, Negro farm children in the south 
this year face a particularly bleak Christmas 
season. Large proportion will be in serious want, 
hungry and cold through the coming winter. 
The opportunity for the exercise of the spirit 
of the Good Samaritan, by both white and 
Negro people who are able to give to meet a 
little, at least, of this need, is exceptional. 

Clothing, books, toys, candy, pictures, or 


money with which these things can be pur- . 


chased, will go far to make Christmas rea! for 
many a Negro child in a home ruled by extreme 
poverty. Such gifts should he sent to F. D. 
Patterson, president, at Tuskegee Institute, 
Alabama.

(From The Albany Herald) 


War has brought about many changes in our 
American way of living but has not yet put an 
end to the nefarious schemes which racketeers 
use to “gyp” people. To the contrary, it has 
Suggested many new tricks that are based on 
wartime conditions. The National Better Busi- 
ness Bureau has listed many of these which are 
being worked under the guise of patriotism. The 
list of schemes is a lengthy one, tow voluminous 
for reproduction here, but a few samples will 
give an idea of their character: 


Gyp salesmen selling meta! tags as necklaces 
or bracelets, claiming that the law requires all 
citizens to wear such identification. 


| Phony air-raid wardens selling fire extin- 
guishers from house to house, representing that 
the government requires all householders to have 
at least on extinguisher on hand. 


§ Itinerant fake service men who obtain radios, 

vacuum cleaners, and other appliances from un- 
suspecting housewives on the pretext of repair- 
ing them in co-operation with the government’s 
“War on Waste” program, but do not bring the 
appliances back. 


* The best way to protect oneself against these 
“gyp” artists is to suspect any of them who base 
their sales appeals on our war effort in any 
manner, shape, or form. The Better Business 
Bureau gives good advice when it urges: 


“You can help to protect yourself and others 
by reporting any such activity which may come 
to your attention.” Let the local police know 
and they will quickly get in behind these fakers. 


WASHINGTON PARADE

ELECTION IN WARTIME WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—There 


is something refreshing in the 

fact that of all the nations in the world now at war we on Tuesday 

will be the first to hold a national election in keeping with regu- 
lar democratic processes. 

In none of the other belligerent countries, 
so far as the record shows, has there been an 
election since the outbreak of war. -The Axis 
dictator countries have never made a practice 
of consulting the people over the management 
of governmental affairs. Such elections as they 
have held in the past were conducted under 
methods of duress, wherein a free expression 
of the people was denied. 

Even in England, one of the oldest and most 
stable democracies of them all, elections by 
common consent have been suspended for the 
duration. The complexion of parliament has 
been fixed for an indefinite period. 

Only the United States among the great 
democracies of the world is going ahead with its 
usual elective processes. The fact that we are 
holding an election Tuesday should be the final 
answer to those who have accused the Roose- 

velt administration of aspiring to a dictatorship and others who 
have doubted the ability of a democracy to function efficiently in 
time of war. 

The election follows a campaign of the greatest public apathy 
seen in the country in years. Indications are that an exceedingly 
low vote will be recorded. Registration figures are off in practi- 
cally all of the states. Several obvious reasons may be partly 
responsible for this: enlistments in the armed services, migration 
of labor from one jurisdiction to another, and general preoccupa- 
tion with the war which leads people to take less interest in politi- 


cal campaigns. 
NO GREAT ISSUE Another reason probably is that no out- 
standing issue has developed in the cam- 
paign. At the time of Pearl Harbor it appeared that the isolationist 
question would dominate the 1942 campaign. It has figured to a 
certain extent, but nothing like what was predicted in the begin- 
ning. About as many isolationists have been renominated as were 
defeated. The people have indicated a disinterestedness in the 
issue, except in isolated cases, and have given a prior rating to the 
common pledge of candidates for an all-out effort to win the war. 

The congressional campaign has provided no issue worthy of the 
name. Hence the election will probably turn on some of the minor 
questions and criticisms which ordinarily occupy the fringe of our 
biennial political discussions. 

Foremost among these is the dissatisfaction of the public over 
the various restrictive measures that have been taken in the prose- 
cution of the war—gas, rubber, sugar rationing and the like. 

Also the natural tendency of the public to express dissatisfac- 
tion over our setbacks in the early stages of the war—many de- 
feats and few victories, 


SOME MINOR ISSUES Some of the specific subjects which 
h 


ave assumed the proportion of minor 
issues are higher taxes, extension of the draft act to cover 18-year- 
olds, price ceilings on farm commodities, and the administration’s 
handling of the labor problem. 

No party label can properly be attached to any of these prob- 
lems, because the action taken was supported by Democrats and 
Republicans alike. Nevertheless, the Democrats are expected to 
bear the brunt of any opposition vote cast on these questions, since 
they are the party in power and the tendency will be to hold the 
administration responsible. " 

An effort has been made to raise an issue of the charge of 
bungling in the war effort. It has not gotten very far. There 
has been some bungling, to be sure, but not in the exaggerated 
scope charged by political opponents of the administration. In any 
war program involving the expenditure of billions and billions of 
dollars—moré money, in fact, than was spent in the entire history 
of the government before Pearl Harbor—a certain amount of loose 
motion is bound to occur. 


. 
NO UNDUE BUNGLING But there is no justification for 
calling it bungling. On the whole 


the war program up to now seems to have been administered about 
as efficiently as we have a right to expect, considering the vast 
magnitude of operations. 

If there has, been bungling of a degree, it is not proper to 
charge it to the Democratic party because of the responsible busi- 
ness executives who have been brought into the government to 
run the War Production Board and other war agencies fully 80 
per cent of them supported Mr. Willkie in the last presidential 
campaign. They are supposed to be the brains of the nation’s in- 
dustrial and “business organizations. 


NO UPSET LIKELY None of the complaints or criticisms 


heard in the campaign seem to be of 
sufficient importance, individually or collectively, to justify any 
upset in the present political scheme of things. They may influence 
the action of a number of voters, but they offer nothing which 
the public can seize upon in justification for a repudiation of the 
Roosevelt administration by returning a Republican majority in 
congress. 

Consegently,. there is nothing to indicate that the election will 
provide any upset of startling proportions. Indications are that the 
Republicans will be confined to a gain of between 15 and 20 seats 
in the house and four or five at the outside in the senate, control of 
which is not in dispute. 

That would be something of a normal procedure—neither a 
Democratic upset nor a Republican victory, It would leave both 
houses pretty much as they are now and have been for the past 


several years.

“It’s against the rules for pleasure driving,” 
he said. 

“This isn’t for pleasure,” I said. “I have 
been there twice before. But 1 want to go back 
for another reason.” 

So we went. We drove fast because there 
was not much time available for the trip. 

At Concord we drove down to the old bat- 
tlefield. It is just that—a field. There is a 
very pretty stream there. The lilies in it are 
dead. The grass along its banks is spotted with 
the brown which frost brings. 

It was across this steam that the raw farm- 
ers of Concord stared at the men in red coats 
sent against them. it was here the shot was 
fired that ran around the world. 

: We looked at the statue there. We saw the 
tomb of the English soldiers who died there in the scattering, ragged 
shooting that went on. 

I can feel the beginnings of the Revolution, the world’s first great 
war for liberty, better at Concord and Lexington than I can any 
other place. We stood there on the old field, thinking. It was quiet 
and peaceful. No one else was there. Far away a dog barked. 
There was no other sound. 


CHRIST CHURCH When we got back to Cambridge we 
walked to the spot where the men gath- 
ered to set out for Bunker Hill. 

Nearby was_ Christ church, built well before the Revolution. 
Washington worshiped there in 1775. Later on he kept some of 
his troops there part of one bitter winter. 

Most of its members left, when the Revolution came, and went 
to Nova Scotia. The membership was torn by the war. In its 
graveyard, adjoining, one may read the inscriptions on the tombs 
of the men who died fighting for liberty. 

There were those who went into the church to kneel down and 
pray. 

The news made all faces solemn. 

The faces of the young men in uniform were solemn. 

Yet all about us there seemed to me a feeling of strength be- 
cause here about us was where it began, here lived some of the men 
who marched to Lexington and to Bunker Hill, 

The sense of the historic was all about us. 

It is well to recall that war. ‘This one is not going well. That 
one did not go well until the last weeks of its long-drawn-out 
cruelty and disaster. There was failure after failure. There was 
defeat after defeat. There were no bright days. It was one dark 
day after another, one dark month after month, year after year. 

Today we like to think of the brightness of it. 

There was not much brightness until the end. 

It was the strength of an idea that kept that stubborn army in 
the field. It was not trained. Its officers were not good. It nad 
its traitors. The people at home did not support the war as well 
as they might have. 

The congress was vacillating, weak and critical. 
support the war. Washington railed at it. 

There were those who wanted to make peace, to surrender and 
go back again to the status of a colony. 

The stubborn strength of an idea kept thé war going. And won it 


THE REAL STRENGTH The same idea will keep this one go- 


ing. It is apparent we have made 
grave errors in the Pacific. Our one offensive effort of the war 
has been halted. We have lost considerable strength on sea and land. 

It is again the same old story of “too liltle, ton late.” 

It is unfortunate. It is tragic. It makes the nation heart-sick. 
It will bring new criticism, new prophets of doom. 

We will go on. 

The stubborn strength of an idea will keep us going. 

The forces against us are strong and will not lack for supplies, 
for men, for friends. 

They die afd fight with bravery as great as that of our own. 
They have confidence because they have not failed. 

They had enough, and they had it at the right time because they 
worked at it for seven years while we were talking of peace and 
an end of wars. They have developed the greatest machines of war 
the world has ever seen. 

An unprepared American and an unprepared United States are 
going ahead slowly and not at all surely. We are finding, as did 
England, that some of our Army and Navy officers still are think- 
ing in terms of 1914. We have had to change commands on land 
and on sea. 

So has England. So has Germany. 

Our greatest strength, that carries us on through bad leader- 
ship and defeat is the same stubborn idea which made the farmer 
militia shoot at the soldiers across the stream of Concord: the same 
which made them stand at Lexington and say, “If they mean to 
have a war, let it begin here’; the same which kept them going 
through Valley Forge. The same which kept them going through 
all the dark days and months and years until victory was won.”

The popularity of quiz programs and mental tests printed in 
magazines and books indicates that Americans enjoy checking up 
on their store of knowledge. ‘ 

The ordinary, reasonably well-informed American, though not 
at all vain of his learning, takes it for granted that he “knows 
everything.” Of course, he makes no such boast, but he tackles 
every test with confidence and is surprised and chagrined when 
he ‘finds a question he can’t answer. If he mispronounces or mis- 
spells a word, or locates the Cape of Good Hope on the wrong 
continent, he is embarrassed and ashamed. 

In view of this attitude, it is astonishing how much misinfor- 
mation we carry in stock and treasure and defend as something 
of value. 

Our ignorance is not mere lack of knowledge, which is easily 
cured, but the more dangerous and more stubborn ignorance of 
knowing things that are not true. An empty space can be filled, 
but the truth cannot be forced into a complacent mind until a way 
is found to eject the fallacy that occupies it. s 

All of us “know” things that aren't sm; and the farther wrong 
we are, the more ardently we defend our error. 

A young flyigg officér, now in England, recently said to a re- 
porter: “I was surprised to find England so large, for I had always 
pictured it as a tight little island. 

“The English surprised me, too. I expected to tindthem all 
painfully reserved, but they cut up and rough-house more than our 
fellows do. 

“But what surprises me most is the ‘aunty courage of these 
RAF fellows. Like a lot of people in. my section back home, I 
thought the English did their best fighting going backward, but 
I'm ashamed of that now. These flyers have more real guts than 
anybody else in the world.” 

That is a fair sample of homemade ignorance. He had been 
carrying around three wrong ideas—three pieces of misinformation 
that he treasured in his store of knowledge. It was much as though 
he had believed the Amazon in France, the Boer a domesticated 
quadruped, and the dolphin an ancient French title, 

The facts in school books are a part of education, but the igno- 
rance that is now most deplorable is ignorance of current events 
and current facts.

WPB Suggests Saving of Gas 
To Check Winter Shortage 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—(4)— 
War Production Board cau- 
tioned today that the demands of 
war industries and a scarcity of 
oil and coal may result in a seri- 
ous gas shortage in homes this 
winter unless householders watch 
their stoves and heating plants. 

A WPB statement said increas- 
ing use of gas by war industries 
was “reducing the reserve margins 
of many gas companies to a point 
where actual shortages may oc- 
cur during cold weather unless 
domestic gas consumption is re- 
duced.” 

Explaining that the situation ex- 
isted both for natural and manu- 
factured gas, WPB explained that 


“manufactured gas is made from | 


oil and coal, both of which must 


be transported to gas plants over | 


rail lines already badly crowded 
with war materials, supplies and 
troops.” 

WPB made a series of sugges- 
tions for gas conservation. 
covering house heating included
